PROBLEMS FOR THE NEW 
PARLIAMENT. 


There is just a short month in which farmer 
electors may consider their relation to the 
new Parliament which must begin to function 
before harvest. We do not discuss party 
issues on this page, and our views on the 
principal measures which have marked the 
course of the Government's agricultural policy 
since the Urreachtas began to function as 4 
legislature are well known. It is, then, to 
an issue even more fundamental than the life 
ov death of this particular Government that 
we suggest our readers should give their 
attention just now. As is well known, the 
legislation which brought about the various 
measures for developing the present system 
of land tenure, the Live Stock Act, the 
Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act, the Dairy 
Produce Act, the scheme for buying out 
certain creamery proprietary interests, and, 
finally, the Credit Bill now before the 
Oireachtas, are all considered developments ef 
a policy: It ams at improving the industry 
of agriculture both as a practical science, 
through the Department, and through the 
agencies concerned with the development of 
better business, bodies such as the Co 
operative Societies with their Wholesale. their 
Organisatipn Society, and the newly-formed 
Irish Assoqiated Creameries. But will this bring 
what our American cousins would phrase the 
““uplift ” of the farmers as a class? The 
question which, we think, farmers will do 
well to pose to themselves, to their societies 
and unions, and certainly to those who desire 
to legislate for them in future, is how is this 
last result (without which legislation and 
organisation alone will not go very far) to 
be attained’ In other words, how is the 
farmer himself to benefit, as well as farming! 


Farm Populations tn the U.S. 
The problem is not peculiar to Ireland, nor 


is ours the only country in which an improved 
technique and a concentration on business 


problems, alone, or even together, leaves 
a deeper aspect of the farmers’ future 
open for thoughtful consideration. We 
have already quoted in this Farming 
Review some remarkable utterances of Mr. 
D. M. Jardine, the present United States 


Secretary for Agriculture, in which he views 
the future of the farmer there as a grave and 
momentous sue. Perhaps more intensive 
thinking has been done upon this aspect of 
the farmers’ problem. the purely human 
reactions between the man and his calling, 
in the United States than in most English- 
speaking countries, and we have hefore us 
ane of those tractates, which economic 
authorities in U.S.A. issue for the guidance 
their 


of own students. It deals with the 
‘* Movements. of Farm Population,”’ and is 
published by the Cornell University Agri- 


cultural Experiment Station. We cannot 
adequately summarise its contents in a brief 
article, but some of the information worked 
out is so rélevant to our present enquiry that 
it is worth thinking over. It has been found, 
for instance, that “‘the proportion of persons 
gainfully employed in the United States who 
were engaged in agriculture changed from 
87 per cent. in 1820 to 35 per cent. in 1900. 
and to 26 per cent. in 1920.' This drop trom 
seven persons out of eight to two wut of 
eight, in the country to which our own rural 
population is still fleeing, checked only by 
the U.S. Government quota, must give Irish 
publicists pause. It is true that legislation 
improve thre Status of the farmer 
may act as a check on this discouraging situa- 
tion in the U.S., but it brings us up against 
a tendency which, though it may be impeded

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by good Government, cannot, we fear, bé 
reversed, Students like the German Otto

| Town Amenities and the Pural Arena. 


This problem of a better life far the farmer 
may not be heard much of during the forth, 
coming general election tnless the farmer him- 
self voices it, atid yet it underlies the whole 
structute of our raral society. Unless, thera 
fore, those hest qualified to éxpouwnd his 
eaneo for him will tackle our new legislators- 
in-the-making it will be lest sight of. bet 
no one suppose it is a merely abstract issue. 
It comes home to the whole rural population 
in fair and market. in the home, arid op 
the farm. We have admitted that the 
townward movemetit which, it ie claimed, 
avertakes all cld civilisations. ean scarcely he 
averted. Indeed, it is aranable that it 
would be inexpedientt to avert it. Yet no 
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one can deny that it involves dangers to 
health, to morals, to stability. even to the 
balanced living we call sanity. even 
threatens our whole economic future. But if 
the tendency is irreversible, may it not be 
retarded and even todified? We believe it 
ean, but only by indirect means. We think a 
determined effort must be made to divert 
more of the amenities of the town to rural 
areas if farmers and farm workers are to be 
diverted from the town. With the Shannon 
scheme once in operation, beginnings could be 
| made speedily. The heating and lighting of 
farmhouse and farmstead cry out for im: 
mediate improvement; rural] sanitation and 
hygiene require attention. Important as it 
is that the farmer should enjoy the utmost 
reduction in rates and taxes compatible with 
these necessities it is even more important to 
help to provide him with a cértain minimum 
of amenity and comfort, without which 
modern people, town-infected, and repelled by 
isolation, will not remain upon the Jand. All 
such efforts to lay town-made attractions 
under contribution to the countryside in the 
interests of our chief source of wealth produc- 
tion, costs money. They all _ involve 
problems, and those now suggested are but 
the fringe of an immense fabric still to be 
designed. Are the natural leaders of rural 
opinion in Ireland thinking about them? Are 
our would-be legislators’? Are they looking 
round for sources of authoritative information 
in @Xisting organisations? These are search 
ingjquestions. They are raised in no party 
spit, for we are uneasy as to whether the 
rank and file of any of our parties can answer 
them affirmatively. They are questions which 
the farmer elector has.every.richt to ask, and 
there is no publicist who could: not name in 
every party deputies whose ¢ecord gives 
evidence that they have not even begun to 
consider them, or, if they have. their reticence 
conceals their researches. 
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SUCCESS OF THE BEET 


VALUE. OF LATE SOWING 
Reporting on the success of the 1926 sugar 
beet crop, both as regards vield and sugar 
percentage, Mr. R. Melvor, Instructor in 
Agriculture for County Carlow, says that 
many yields were beyond 12 tons per statute 
acre of factory beet, t.¢., beet properly 
crowned, cleared; and with the smaller roots 
removed, while in several instances the sugar 


content was over 19 per cent. The 
average yield of factory beet per statute acre 
was round about ten tons, with an average 


sugar content of about 17.5 per cent. Both 
the vield and sugar content were highly satis 
factory, and, though the costs of preduction 
have been rather high, there is left a sub- 
stantial profit for the grower. The fact that 
it was a crop new to most farmers caused the 
workers at the different stages of its culture 


to be somewhat slow, and, consequently, 
costly, With the practies given at each of 
these operations, the workers became more 


adept before they were finished with them, 
and, though some mistakes were made, the 
experience gained will be helpful to growers 
and farm hands in the future. 

Owing to beet being proved to grow well 
after a previously manured root crop, it upset 
the farmers’ usual rotation to some extent. It 
has in such cases lengthened the rotation by 
one year. On stubble@land beet does best, 


where the manure has been ploughed in 
during the autumn and winter months, but, 
owing to the shortage of manure at these 
periods, farmers could not adopt this system, 
and the manure had to be applied in the 
drills. Where well-votted manure had been 
used and teased out well in the drills satis- 
factory results were obtained. Consideralle 
numbers of plants “ bolted.’ In bad cases 
they amounted to 1) per cent. of the total

attacked with root rot. which caused the beet 
to make slow progress in its early stages. 
some of the affected seedlings were killed by 
this disease, but the majority recovered. 
\lany of the fields &O affected were deficient 
11; lime, crops On land that had some years 
previously been dresséd with lime beme 
sound, 

Mangel fly attacked almost all beet crops, 
but their recovery was complete 
as the attack was severe. An application of 
one ewt. nitrate of soda per statute acre, cr 
rolling the crop with a light roller, or doing 
both, were methods employed with success to 
combat the fly attacks 

A County Loulh correspondent, who asks 
what about the prospects of growing sugar 
beet in this country, is advised to procure 4 
copy of the leaflet on theo subject issued by 
the Department ot Agriculture. Sugar beet 
can be grown with the same facility as 
mangels by“ any practical farmer, and can 
gradually be worked in us part of the regular 
rotation. 
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EGG YIELDS IMPROVE.

In the egg-laying test for pullets carried 
out by the Northern Ministry of Agriculture, 
which commenced on 16th October last, there 
are 72 pens of six pullets each competing. 
The seventh period of four weeks ended on 
29th April. Egg production has shown A 
slight increase, the average for all the birds 
being 20.72 as compared with 20.5 for the 
previous period. The highest average is to 
the credit of the White Leghorns, viz., 21.56. 
The falling-off in the White Wyandottes was 
due to broodiness, 15 pullets in this section 
being broody during the period.

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PIG BREEDING AND REARING. 
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The Ministry of Agriculture for Northern 
Ireland has prepared a new leaflet (No. 45) 
dealing with “ The Breeding and Rearing ot 
Pigs.’” The leaflet advises farmers to breed 
and rear the young pigs themselves, rather 


than to purchase suckers for subsequent 
fattening, thus saving money that would 
otherwise have gone to the sellers of the 


suckers. In this connection, it is pointed 
out that the rearing of pigs may usually be 
successfully accomplished by the farmers en- 
gaged in pig fattening. The leafiet deals 
with the subject from the initial selection of 
the breeding animals to the weaning of the 
young pigs. In the selection of breeding 
stock necessity for obtaining good quality 
animals. of the right type for breeding pur- 
poses is emphasised, and the various quali 
fications desirablé in breeding stock are fully 
descrvbed. 


Breeding Stochk. 


The importance of having gilts well 
nourished and reared under healthy condi 
tions is strongly advised so that they may be 
ready for servic at about eight or mine 
months. If served at an earlier age gilts 
usually remain wundersized, and somefimes 
also they have difficully in rearing satisfac- 
torily the first litter. August and September 
are. suggested as being suitable months for 


autumn litters, while for spring litters the 
months of February and March are sug- 
gested. All the sows should not, however, 


be timed to farrow in the above mouths, as 
a glut at two definite periods of the year 
would result, whilst a scareity would exist at 
other times. Three important details in the 
Hianagement of are—-exercise, suitable 
feeding and dry comfortable housing. 


SOW > 


The feeding of the sow during the last 
| month of pregnancy is important, and the 
composition of a suggested ration is set out. 


The farrowing pen should be sufficiently 
roomy to accommodate the and her litter, 
and the minimum dimensions of a larrowing 
pen are givet, An important factor which 
should be neglected that one 
sheald remain for one or two nights with the 
newly-farrowed sow, as this precaution may 
prevent many deaths, especially if the sow is 
of a careless disposition. A light should also 
be provided at night in the farrowing pen for 
a week after the pigs are born. 
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Suitable Pations. 


A suitable ration for feeding to suckling 
sows is given together with advice as to the 
care of the sow after farrowing. For the 
first week after farrowing the sow should re 
main with the pigs for the greater part of the 
day. Exercise is, however, very necessary 
for the sow, but if rN contracted the 
quality of the milk will be affected and the 
young pigs may begin to scour. If the sow 
can have access to & grass run, all the better, 
since a constant supply of mineral matter is 
of the utmost importance. Green food should 
be freely given, and a small quantity of 
cinders ashes in the sty ia Is always 
welcomed by the brood sow. ‘The most diff- 
cult part of the pig-keeper’s work is rearing 
the young pigs, and the breeder who can ob- 
tain well-grown litters of even size at wean- 
ing time may count himself successful. The 
aim should be to preserve the young flesh 
and avoid a “store” period. To attain 
this end, the young pi should en 
couraged to take exercise, and a suitable: run 
outside the farrowing pen should be prov raed 
Exercise as well as warmth and sunshine 1s 
essential if maximum growth and develop 
ment are to be secured. When pigs are about 
one month old they may be encouraged to eat

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by feeding the suw two or three times in 
their hoúse from a flat trough, and when 
thev have learned they may be ted apart 


three times daily on separated milk or fresh 
huttermilk with a mixture of equal parts ol 
bran, pollard, and oatmeal, a small proportion 
wf boiled potatoes may also be given. The 
object of the pig feeder should be the achieve- 
ment of rapid crowth and good development 
of the pigs from weaning time until they are 
of the required weight for slaughter. 


Nome Pointe. 


Information relating to the fattening of 
‘igs 1s contained in the Ministry's leaflet, No. 
o5—" The Fattening of Pigs.”’ The mg 
breeder would we! ladvised to take the 
folowing pointers as his ten commandments, 
and to them always:—(1) Raise vour 
own suckers for fattening; (2) note the type 
required by market, and use parents which 
conform to that type; (4) always use a pure- 
bred boar; (4) provide a dry, roomy shed for 
the brood sows; (5) have a suitable farrowing 
pen; (6) feed the suckling sow well, allow her 
to take exercise without getting a chill: (7) 
commence feeding the young pigs when they 
are month old: (8) feed milk liberally to 
hoth voung; {9) endeavour to keep 
the pigs growing and developing continuously, 
nnd (10) wean when about eight weeks old.

LONG WOOLS. 


It may not be the most suitable period of 
the year for sheep-showing, but the classes 
at this years Spring Show did not reflect 
this, they being stronger all round, on the 
whole, and emimently satisfactory. Compe- 
tition is always keen with sheep at Balls- 
bridge, and was particularly so this year. In 
the Long Wools, Mr. John Keane, of Mul- 
lingar, was the most successful competitor. 
His exhibits filled the classes for Roscommon 
sheep, and they naturally swept up all the 
awards—viz.: 5 firsts, 5 seconds, and ó 
thirds, as well as the Challenge Cup for 
three Shearling Roscommon Rams and the 
Perpetual Challenge Cup for Long Wools. 

There was more competition id the Border. 
Leicester Classes, and it lay between Mr. 
R. W. Bell, of County Down, Mr. N. 
Webster, of Gorev, and Mr. Harry Franks, 
of Mountrath. Mr. Bell did best, carrying off 
4 firsts, 4 seconds, and 1 third, the Challenge 
Cap for three Shearling Rams, and a champton 
silver medal. Mr. N. Webster's score was: 
1 first, a second and a third, as well as a 
reserve; while Mr. Harry Franks’s record 
was: 2 thirds, 2 fourths, 2 reserves, and & 
very highly commended. 

This year some classes included Galway 
Sheep, the old breed so much sought after 
for cross-breeding, and in connection with 
{he improvement of which a Flock Book has 
heen established. Many viewed with interest 
the début at Ballsbridge of the breed in the 
two classes attached to them. Displays of 
Galway Sheep,*under Flock Books’ auspices, 
have already taken place at Western shows, 
but this was their first appearance at Duh- 
lin. Of the half-dozen rams in competition, at 
least four were of outstanding merit, but one 
or two were a trifle too big, and open of 
their wool. The aim of the Galway Sheep- 
Breeding Society is to produce close-woolled, 
medium-sized sheep, of quick-growing capa- 
bilities. In this respect the ewes, were better 
than the rams, showing excellent quality, 
with deep bodies, short legs, and~nice, cose 
wool, with fine staple. 

SHORT WOOLS. 

Colonel Charteris fairly swept the board in 
Shropshires, his exhibits accounting for 4 
firsts, 3 seconds, 2 thirds, and a reserve, as 
well as the Challenge Cup for best three 
Shearling Rams, and the Special Prize pre- 
sented by the breed Society, 

There was keen competition in the Oxford 
Downs Classes, and Mr. A: J, Wilsdon did 
best, with 3 firsts and 1 third, as well as 
carrying off the Challenge Cup for three 
Shearling Rams, the breed Society's Special 
Prize, and the O.D.B.A. Silver Medal. Mr. 
G. N. Jessop scored 1 first, 4 seconds, 
third, and 1 reserve. Mr. W. E. Kilroy took 
1 first, 1 third, and 1 reserve; and Mrs. 
Rotherham 1 second and 1 third. 

In Suffolks, Messrs. J. 8, McCulloch and 
Sons held a very strong hand, and swept 
up most of the awards—viz.: 5 firsts, 4 
seconds, 1 third, 2 reserves, and 2 very 
highly commended, as well as 2 silver medals.

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MONEY-MAKING HINTS 


FINE EXHIBIT BY THE 
DEPARTMENT. 


This year’s educational exhibit of the De- 
partment of Agriculture is not only more 
elaborate, but more interesting and instruc 
tive than ever. It is housed in the Sandy- 
mount Hall, one of the largest covered-in 
spaces in the country, and during most of the 
day it was thronged with visitors, who spent 
hours observing the newest and most profit- 
able methods of treating and dealing with 
agricultural and horticultural produce. Early 
in the day the Governor-General of the Free 
State, accompanied by his suite, visited 
the section and took a very keen mterest in 
the various exhibits. In this hall thd butter- 
making cormpetitions will be held each day of 
the show. concluding with the contest for the 
championship. i 

There are altogether twenty-one sections in 
the exbibit. illustrating the principal phases 
of agricultural industry. The marketing 
section is a model of tasteful arrangement. 
Eggs and butter are shown packed in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the new Act, 
and the style in which the produce is made 
up for export is tvpical of the improved 
methods now generally adopted bv creameries 
as a consequence of the new legislation. [Irish 
bottled fruit makes an attractive displav, and 
the specimens of Irish cheese on view look as 
good as, if not better than, the imported 
article. 


POULTRY EXHIBIT. 

Dead poultry properly packed for export in 
a manner best calculated to command high 
prices ave seen contrasted with the birds 
showing defects of bad grading and careless 
plucking, which in the past so injured this 
important trade. 

In the poultry seetion a prominent exhibit 
is the pen of six White Wyandotte pullets, 
which have made a world’s record for the 
breed in egz production. The- owner and 
breeder is a Malahide gentleman, and the 
record-breaking feat was accomplished in the 
egg-laying competition at the Munster In- 
stitute, Cork, in 1925-26, when the six birds 
averaged 275 eggs in 52 weeks. 

A very attractive garden has been laid out 
on the floor of the hall, designed to show 
visitors how easy it ts to grow an Immense 
variety of vegetables in a small space. Flowers 
for the table, ornamental shrubs, and fruit 
trees pruned and trained are some of the 
features of this pleasing display. Bee culture, 
meciuding an observation hive, in which the 
hees can be seen at work, is also included in 
the section. 


INCREASING WOOL EXPORTS. 

ts owners, and, indeed, others, too, were 
witerested in a display of typical fleeces 
shown from Galway and Roscommon sheep, 
illustrating defective methods of branding and 
handling, which lessen the value of the wool. 
The demonstration shows how dirt, tar, pitch 
and other objectional matter can be kept out 
of the wool, and how the Free State's evport 
ef wool, which last year, exceeded in value 
£660,000, might be increased to about three- 
quarters of a million of money. 

Potato cultivation had a special section to 
itself. Over one hundred varieties are shown, 
and the improvement effected in a brief 
period in the culture is brought. under the 
notice of visitors. In County Wexford, as a 
result of the development begun in 1925, the 
export trade in potatoes for table use rose 
in one season from 20 to 600 tons, and satis- 
factory progress ‘1s reported in the export of 
seed potatoes from the Athlone district and 
Donegal. The special qualities of the various 
varieties shown, and their susceptibility to, or 
immunity from, disease are demonstrated in 
this section. 

An interesting exhibit in woodwork made 
at centres in the rural districts is shown by 
the Technical Instruction Branch of the Eda- 
cation Department. ‘There are articles useful 
in the home or on the farm, and illustrate 
the method adopted to teach the correct use 
of tools in the manufacture of gates, barrows, 
chairs, tables, and dressers.

INTELLIGENT DOGS. 


REMARKABLE DISPLAY OF 
SHEEP PENNING. 


Merely as an expression of opinion, it may 
be suggested that at least one jumping com- 
petition should have been included in the 
afternoon's ag gs for the jumping en- 
closure on the first day of the Show. oom 
could have been made for it easily, and it 
would have rounded off things nicely. As 
things were, the afternoon hours were de- 
voted to two displays of sheep-driving given 
by the wonderful dogs of Mr. Miller and Mr. 
Bagshawe, and the judging of four pony 
classes—viz., polo ponies, viding ponies, and 
children’s Les. Yet, something was lack- 
ing, and that, no doubt, would have been 
forthcoming had a jumping competition varied 
the bill. 

Since we saw the dogs of these two expert 
trainers, Mr. Miller and Mr. Bagshawe, last 
year, their charges would seem to have gained 
in intelligence in the interim. Mr. Bagshawe, 
who led off with his wonderful dog, Lad, 
depends almost = whistling. He talks, 
so to speak, in this lenguage to Lad, and the 
latter understands the niceness of the sounds 
and acts accordingly. At times he becomes 
just a trifle bothered, and then only does he 
cock his nose round to watch his master. 
This trial did not last ten minutes. Lad had 
bis four sheep under command from the 
moment he took charge, and they were penned 
under six minutes. 

: A TAKING DISPLAY. 

Next followed Mr. Miller with Spot. who 
gave just as clever and as finished a display 
as Lad had cone before him, and in just about 
the same time. Following this, Mr. Bag 
shawe appeared with Lad again, and with 
a newcomer, Sweep, winner of numerous com- 
petitions in England, and evidently a dog in 
the same class as Lad and Spot Instead of 
four sheep to be driven, there were six now 
to be penned, first to be driven round the 
course laid out, then to be divided into two 
lots for penning in separate pens. With two 
master dogs this was the simplest thing pos- 
sible; each took up the separate task allotted 
him, and the driving was like clockwork. In 
less than ten minutes the penning had been 
accomplished, and, the dogs and their owner 
trainer received the applause of the crowd. 

How is it done? Is it not a triumph of 
patience and intelligence?’ Where do the dogs 


come from; are they result of selective mang, 


the produce of dogs whose parents and grand- 
parents have shown particular ability in the 
driving and penning of sheep? These ques- 
tions naturally come up in the mind of on- 
lookers, and there is no doubt of the in- 
terest taken by the Ballsbridge crowd in such 
displays. 


LIKE A HARE. 

A couple of hours later another series of 
sheep-driving displays or trials were given 
by Mr, Miller eal Mr. Bagshawe again. This 
time Mr. Miller led off with Spot, a dog 
who appears to take a  whole-souled 
delight in his work. When Jet go—a wave 
of the hand from his handler—he is off like 
a hare, and finished artist that he is, he 
accomplishes his task as if it was the simplest 
thing possible. Then followed Mr. Bag- 
shawe with Sweep, quite as much an artist 
in his job as the other, and the penning of 
the four sheep he had to look after, and the 
round of the course besides, was accomplished 
in seven or eight, minutes. 

The concluding display was in the hands 
of Mr. Miller, who reintroduced Spot, and 
with him another champion, Vim by name, 
and certainly no unworthy comrade of the 
other. Between them they had six sheep to 
look after. three marked to be put into one 
pen, and three others unmarked in the other. 
Here again the task seemed simplicity itself, 
and a hearty round of applause from the 
spectators greeted the conclusion of the trial. 


RIDING PONIES. 


CLASSES ABOVE THE 
AVERAGE, 


It must have struck the critical observer 
that the pony classes were just above 
the average. “The first batch on hand was 
that for made polo ponies, in which all nine 
that were entered competed, and most caught 
the eye.

; PAYING PROPOSITION” 
IN 1939,

During the debate on the Electricity 
(Supply) Bill in Committee in the Senate 
yesterday Mr, McGilligan, the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce in the Free 
State, expressed the opinion that the 
Electricity Board would find itself in’ a 
position in 1929 to reduce the charge for 
electricity all over the country, and to get 
revenue then which would make the scheme 
a paying proposition in 1932. 

The Minister added that he saw no 
reason to doubt that, even . facing con- 
tingencies, the scheme would be carried 
out at a sum not exceeding five and a 
half millions. If the contract advanced 
beyond that sum, it. would be a great 
surprise to him. 


‘ELECTRICITY BOARD. 


SUGGESTED SMALLER 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Senator Brown moved that the number of 
members of the Board of Control should be 
four instead of six, as well as the Chairman. 
He sgid that his amendment was intended 
as a ype rather than an amendment, A 
Board of seven, however, was too large, and 
he suggested to the Minister that the maxi- 
mum membership. of the Board ought not to 
be more than five. 

Mr. McGilligan, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, agreed. that the fewer the number 
of people on whom responsibility would be 
placed the better the results would be, but 
he was faced with the difficulty of finding a 
number of suitable persons with all the quali- 
fications required. They would probably have 
on the Board a person experienced in finance 
and accountancy, one experienced in distribu- 
tion and wiring of houses, a principal techini- 
cal man, an engineer, a lawyer, and a man 
with a Knowledge of salesmanship to attract 
new electricity consu.ners. 

Sir John Keane said that he was filled with 
apprehension at the character of the proposed 
Board. He believed that the best board 
would be composed of people of business out- 
look, human understanding, and public 
psychlogy, with technical people in an ad. 
visory capacity. 

Senator Douglas said that he thought that 
a small Board of experienced business men, 
with a competent staf, would make the best 
Board. gee 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

AN INDEPENDENT AUDIT. 

Sir John Keane moved that the accounts 
of the Board should be audited by the Con- 
troller and Auditor-General, the cost to be 
borne by the Board. He asked the House to 
look at the matter closely, because he believed 
the House had given up so much power to 
the Board that they should retain unfettered 
independence of audit. 

Colonel Moore supported the amendment. 

MINISTER'S VIEW. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
said that the Auditor-General’s office had not 
been recruited for the purpose of dealing with 
commereial audits. Without seeming to dis- 
parage the office in any way, he thought it 
was tMmsuited to deal with this matter. The 
appointment of an auditer was an administra- 
tive act that could be queried. They had 
set out for impartiality, as far as they could, 
and this could be secured by the appointment 
being made as provided in the bill, 

Mr: Douglas said that the Auditor-General 
Was + erm to protect the Dail as against 
the Ministers, and not to report as to the 
wisdom of their acts. They wanted com- 
petent auditors, who would report as to the 
wisdom of the acts of this Board, and not 
merely to report. as to whether their acts 
were in accordance, with this bill. 


AUDITOR-GENERAL’'S INDEPENDENCE. 
Mr. O'Farrell said that the great value of 

having the Auditor-General was that he was 

appointed independent of the Minister, 

Mr, Bennett thought that the Auditor- 
General's report would be of more advantage 
to the State than that of another auditor. 
Senator Jameson said that he was glad to 
see that the Minister was going outside any 
Government oflicials tu employ a first-class 
business auditor, 

Senator Farren pointed out that the Local 
Governinept Board sent out auditors to audit 
the accounts of municipai electricity under- 
takings. If they could do that they couid 
also audit the accounts of the Board. 
Senator Foran said that the Auditor- 
(General was the most competent and suitable 
person for the work. 

A VITAL NECESSITY. 
Sir John Keane said that the independence 
and integrity of the auditor was a vital 
necessity which they could not over-streas. 
Jt was a precaution which had been found 
necessary in the past and might be found 
necessary in the future. 

The Minister, replying, said that he was 
prepared to accept the suggestion that the 
auditor's report, as well as the Board’s 
“eport, The be laid before both Houses 
of the Oireachtas, and that there could be 
free discussion on them. 

The amendment was lost. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 
"Senator O'larreil moved that a person shall 
be disqualified from being appointed, electei 
or continuing to be a member of the Board if 
he ia @oncerned in any bargain or contract 
entered into with the Board, or participates 
in the profit of any sucli bargain or contract, 
or of any work dune under the authority of 
the Board. ' 
The Minister pointed out that the amend. 
ment would mean that no member of the 
Board could have electric light in his house 
because he would thereby be concerned in a 
bargain. 

Senator ©’Farrell’s amendment was de- 
clared lost. | 

T“AKING THE BILL WORKABLE. 
Sir John Griffith moved amendments with, 
he said, the object of making the Lill more 
workable. He wished to provide that the 
Minister should have power to fix the date 
on which charges to cover all costs should 
be made. He feared that the fixing of the 
date as 3lst December, 1952, eeu place 
insuperable difficulties in the way of the 
Board, He feared that under the section as 
it stood it would probably mean that prior 
to 3lst December, 1932, electricity might be 
supplied at low rates in order to induce 
people to take supply, and then on the fixed 
date they would raise the pricetocover all ex- 
penses. He thought that no self-respecting 
man would take office on the Boatd under 
such conditions. It might be a long time 
before the Shannon scheme was paying, and, 
therefore, he thought it would be better to 
leave the date for fixing charges open. The 
fixing of the date now would only fetter the 
Board, 

Sir John Keane and Mr. Dowdall opposed 
and Mr. Browne and Mr. Douglas supported 
the amendment. 


PAYING PROPOSITION IN 1981, 

Mr. MeGilligan said that it was his own 
opinion that the Electricity Board would 
find itself in a position in 1929 to reduce the 
charges for electricity all over the country, 
and to get revenue then which would make 
the scheme a paying proposition in 19952. 
He saw no reason to doubt that. even facing 
contingencies, the scheme would be carried 
out at a sum not exceeding 54 millions.

SHANNON SCHEME. 


POLICE ATTACKED 
IN ENNISKILLEN. 


TWO BROTHERS SEN'I 
TO PRISON, 
a man 


There was a séquél to the exciting 
scenes which took place at Buniskillen 
hiring fair on last Tuesday, at a special 
Court which was heid yesterday, when 
two brothers, Jamer and Joseph Petty, of 
Enniskillen, were sent to jail for two 
months with hard labour for assaulting 
Head Constable Neely, and im four other 
cases to fourteen days each, the sentences 
to run concurrantly 


BATONS DRAWN, 

The Pettys were charged with being drunk 
and disorderly and with assaulting members 
of the police force. One of the prisoners 
appeared in Court with hig head in bandages. 

Captain Murray, District Inspector, said 
that the two accused men were Aghting out- 
sid a publichouse on the Diamond, and were 
assaulting the publivan, when Head Con- 
stable Neely and Constable Lewis intervened, 
and were assaulted by the prisoners. The 
Head Coustable blew his whistle for assist- 
ance, and when doing so James Petty struck 
sim yiolently in the mouth, loosening two of 
hi, teeth, A huge crowd collected, and 
pressed in on the police, and an attempt was 
made to réscue the prisoners, who violentl 
hicked the police. Other constables arrived, 
and so aggréssive was the crowd that the 
ba had to draw their batons. It might 

ave led to & most serious riot. 

HOSTILE CROWD. 

Head Constable Neely said that the con- 
duct of the erowd was such, and the pm: 
suners so Violent, that Constable Johnston 
had to use his baton. 

Constable Lewis described how he- and 
Joseph Petty were on the ground. The crowd 
were shouting, ‘‘ Let them go ' and “ Re- 
lease them.” 

Captain Murray remarked that these peuple 
would be prosecuted st a subsequent Court. 

The Chairman (Major Dickie, R.M.) said 
that they were not going to stand nonsense 
tke this in Enniskillen. If thére had been 
a previous case against the prisoners, they 


would have been setit to pe for six monthe. 


THE CHURCH AND INDUSTRIAL

amendment in that spirit, he would recom- 
mend the Dail to accept it in the same spirit. 

The amendment was carried, as were also 
a humber of consequential amendments. 

FACILITIES FOR MANUFACTURERS. 

Senator Barrington moved an amendment to 
insert in Section 19 the words “ including the 
erection of factories consuming the same.” 
He said statements had been made by 
Ministers at élection meotings in which they 
claimed that the Government, by the Shannon 
scheme, had answered the argument that Ire- 
land could never be an industrial country. 
His amendment did not mean that the Board 
should erect factories themselves, but that 
they should be in a position to offer facilities 
to manufacturers sufficient, with the supply 
of cheap electricity, tó induce them to come 
in and work the factories. There was a con- 
sequential amendment to Section 83 which 
would enable the Board to acquire land com- 
pulsorily for the erection of factories. If 
they armed the Board with authority to pro- 
mote and encoufage industry in this manner 
they would have done something to redeem 
the promises made through the country. 

Sir John Keane opposed the amendment, 
and said that, when in Russia State contro! 
was being proved a failure, they were asked 
to adopt State Socialism in the Free State. 
The Chairman pointed out that the amend. 
ment as it stood did not catry out Senator 
Barrington's intention, but would impose an 
obligation on the Board to erect factories. 
He suggested that Senator Barrington might 
look into the matter and find some words 
which would not be mandatory. 

Senator Barrington agreéd, and stated that 
his object was to encourage industry, and not 
compel the Board to start factories. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


A NEW 8UB-SECTION, 

Mr. Dowdall moved a new sub-section to 
Section 34, to provide that where the Board 
proposed to make any regulation likely to 
affect any gas undertaking, railway, canal, 
inland navigation, dock or harbour, notice of 
such intention must be given by advertisement 
or otherwise, as the Hinister might direct, 
and that at: any resulting inquiry held by the 
Minister such affected bodies or persons should 
be entitled to adduce evidence and to be re- 
presented professionally at the inquiry. 

Mr, MeCtilligan said that a great many of 
these matters would be settled at quite iníor: 
mal inquiries, and he thought it was unneces- 
sary to compel him to: make formal inquiries 
of them in all cases. 

The amendment,.on a show of hands, was 
carried. 

THE HOLDING OF INQUIRIES. 
Senator Brady moved that power to acquire 
an undertaking under Section 38 shall not be 
exercised unless and until it shall have been 
ascertained by a = inquiry that the non- 
acquisition of the undertaking will nre- 
judicially affect the working of the Shannon 
scheme. i 

Mr. Douglas said that he thought that the 
pee inquiry was not practicable and would 
ead to incompetency. 

Surely it was not asking too much on the 
part of the Dublin undertaking, said Mr. 
Brady, tHat some inquiry should be held in 
respect of the taking over of that concern. 

THE DUBLIN UNDERTAKING. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
said that be did not say that the Dublin 
municipal undertaking was not doing its best, 
but he doubted very much if it was doing as 
well as the Board could do. Why should 
there be a public inquiry as to the taking 
over of any station when there was a Board 
to be appointed, having in mind the interests 


| of electricity consumers in the country? Pro- 


vision had been made to secure Dublin con. 
sumers against any harm arising out of the 
Shannon scheme, and to secure to them the 
full benefit of any decreasing liability taken 
over. Dublin was joining in with the rest of 
the country in an undertaking for which the 
whole of the country had to pay. It was 
simply gathering together the electricity con- 
sumers over the whole country, and having 
them served by a particular service. 

There was no hardship on anybody, and 
why should there be any necessity for all this 
peraphernalia of a public inquiry? .The 
country had embarked upon the scheme when 
prospects were bright. .

There was a “ breere ” at yesterday a 
meeting of the Irish Railway Wages Board 
at 24 Upper Merrion street, Dublin, which 
resulted in the resignation of the Chair- 
man, Mr. Justice Wylie. 

The Board was considering the applica- 
tion made by the Belfast and County 
Down Railway Company to be included in 
Group III. instead of Group 1, and that 
the salaries and wages of all members of 
the staff should, for the re-classification, 
be subject to the differential rate of 10 per 
cent 

MEETIN’ BREAKS UP. 

Mr. Minnis, for the company, had stated 
the case for the application, snd, when Mr. 
Mackereth, of the Locomotive Engineers’ and 
Firemen's Union, was questioning him as to 
what parts of the line were paying and what 
parts were not, 

The Chairman said that, from his know- 
ledge of the line, the Belfast to Bangor 
branch would be best in summer and the 
worst in winter, owing to the loss of the 
season tickets. ‘‘ The Newcastle branch is the 
hest paving branch you have, and the New- 
townards branch is the worst you have.”’ 

Mr. Mackereth—I suggest, with all respect, 
that you should not act as an advocate for 
the company. 

Chairman—Will you kindly withdraw that 
remark, Mr. Mackereth? 

Mr. Mackereth—No. 

Chairman—I only made that remark 
because I happen to know the line as well as 
most people. I demand the instant with- 
drawal of that remark. 

Mr. Mackereth did not reply, and the 
Chairman stood up and said“ Will the 
Board please accept my resignation? This 
meeting now stands adjourned” He then 
left the room, and the meeting broke up. 


CASE FOR THE COMPANY, 
Stating the “cate for the company, Mr, 
Minnis said that owing to the decrease in 
traffic on the railway the present position of 
the company was such that it necéssitated an 
immediate reduction in salaries and wages, 
The company derived 75 to BÓ per cent. 
of its receipts for passenger traffic, and prior 
to January, 1917, it was a prosperous con- 
cern, and the dividend on the ordinary stock

Mr. Minnis went on to say that the com- 
pany reached a position in 1026, when an 
appeal for a voluntary reduction of wages 
was made to the three trade unions concerned.

The position in June of last year, usually 
the best month for passenger receipts, was 
so bad that the receipts did not cover the 
cost of working. 

In reply to this appeal the unions replied 
that they could not agree to any reduction 
of salaries and wages, and the matter now 
came before the Board for a decision. 

COMPETITION. 

As showing the increase in road and motor 
competition, Mr. Minnis said that the num- 
ber of ‘buses had increased from 34 in 
January, 1925, to 103 in January, 1927, which 
comprised 27 regular services. The coal 
strike, too, affected the company, the extra 
cost of foreign coal during the strike being 
from £160 to £170 per week. 

No dividend was paid on the ordinary 
stock last year. In the existing conditiona 
it was not possible to balance income 
and expenditure, and he submitted that the 
outlook for the railway gave rise to the 
gravest apprehension, unless further relief 
was giten in salaries and wages. If the 
application was not granted the alternative 
must lead to portion of the line being closed.

CAUSES OF PRESENT 
UNREST. 


- 


‘China To-day " was the eubject of two 
very interesting addressee given yesterday by 
Mr. John P. Rodwell and Dr, Clifford M. 
Stubbs at a meeting held in the Dawson Hall, 

Dawson atreet, Dublin. " 

Mr. Bolton C. Waller, who presided, spoke 
oí the great importance for all of the state of 
things at present existing in China. He said 
that China is the most important of the 
Eastern countries, and what happens there 
must affect the world. 

Mr. John Rodwell, who has returned! 
recently from the West of China, said that 
everywhere he had been since he came haca 
he met with a real interest and a sort ol 
sympathy among all classes on Chinese 
questions. © 

What China really desires is that she should 
be received into the family of nations on a 
basis of equality, and there is the foot of the 
wholé trouble. It seems to me, Mr. Rodwell 
said. that the world to-day needs a China 
which shall be strong, politically, economically, 
and morally. We must make room for China 
in our thoughts if we are not to drive her 
to a greater fury of self-assertion. Her 

roblems of internal reform will call for all 
ler constructive powers, and she needs the 
sympathy and help of the West. It is diffi- 
cult for us in the West to understand her 
problems and her attitude. China to-day is 
very proud of her past, and claims with a 


re deal of right that her civilisation is a - 


igher one than that of the West. 

Mr. Rodwell has witnessed many of the 
changes that have produced the China of 
to-day—the passing of the old educational 
system, and the setting up of the new one 
since 1896, which has made such tremendous 
progress, and would have mode even greater 
progress but for the military terrorism which 
srevails to-day throughout the length and 
breadth of China. Instead of only one news- 
paper, the Peking Gazette, to-day in almost 
every large city in China daily papers can be 
bought. The industrial revolution is going 
on against the terrible conditions among the 
workers in mills and _ factories, both 
those in which there is foreign capital 
¢ | others. If «ve fail China now, she will 
fall more and more into the hands of alien 
extremists. The terribl. powers of the mili- 
tarists are a menace to world peace. The 
form that China is to be moulded into 
through the present crisis depends on 
America and the Christian West, 


UNDERLYING UNITY, 


Dr. Clifiord M. Stubbs stated that the 
state of civil war existing in China was said 
by many Chinese to be a far. more. stiper: 
ficial thing than we in the West imagine. 

p down beneath the apparent chaos there 


is an underlying racial unity. All these mil: , 


lions are yet one race. It is not only a ques- 
tion of race; it is a question of culture, In 
éducational matters the race is united. The 
leaders of education, in their annual confer- 
ences, know nothing of political divisions. 
The changes following on the new ediuca- 
tional system are common to the whole 
country. hove all, there is the growth 
ot a deep national feeling. From 
this underlying unity, it is to be 
hoped that ont of the chaos of the present 
tine a new China may be born. 

It is evident that they have made up their 
minds in China in fawour of democtratie in- 
stitutions; monarchy is not going to be the 
iule, No one desires strong military leader. 
ship; what they hope for is the success of tha 
Nationalist movement, a very wide move- 
rent, not only in a sense of “cg. shared by 
the Chinese ali over the country, but in what 
it is aiming at. It aims not only at getting 
back certain rights from the foreigners, but 
at the ui. fieation of the entire country, The 
revolution failed hecanse there was virtuelly 
no national sentiment behind it. The Na- 
tionalist feeling cannot be ignored; it simply 
has got to be recognised.

In the 
next place, the Act provides that the 
Scottish board shall sell electricity 
supplies in bulk to authorised under- 
takers in the area; but the board 
will have no power to enforce this right 
unless it is in a position to supply current 
at least as cheaply as the undertakers have 
been able to generate it for themselves. 
In Ireland, as everybody knows by this 
time, no such guarantee has been given 
either to the undertakers or to the con- 
sumers. Willy-nilly, they must take 
Shannon current, whatever may be its 
cost. In these two respects, therefore, the 
Scottish scheme has an advantage over 
Mr. McGilligan’s proposals; yet an im- 
portant body of opinion in Great Britain 
is opposed to it on the ground that 
nationalisation of any kind is a bad thing. 
This objection is largely academic. The 
fact is that Britain cannot hope to com- 
pete with her growing rivals unless: she 
cheapens her power supplies, and the only 
practicable way by which this object can 
be gained is by a co-ordinating system 
such as ‘hat which is proposed by the 
Electricity Commissioners. Final judg- 
ment must be withheld until the four 
other schemes have been published ; but a 
good start has been made, and the results 
of the experiment will be awaited with 
hopeful interest. 


Bridges in Two Cities. 

We quoted on Tuesday the complaint of 
The Times respecting the British Govern- 
ment’s delay in dealing with the recom- 
mendations of the Royal Commission on 
pontine traffic over the Thames. The Com- 
mission reported five months ago, and the 
most urgent of its recommendations was 
the construction of a two-decked bridge at 
Charing Cross—a work which The Times 
estimates to require ten years for its 
completion. Many milliofis of pounds 
must L» expended in the reconstruction of 
London’s bridges. If, where so immense 
an undertaking is involved, sober criticism 
considers five months of deliberation an 
unduly long delay, what are we to think of 
the yet more tardy action of the Free 
State Government in regard to Dublin’s 
cognate problem, wherein, at the most 
liberal computation, expenditure of not 
more than £100,000 will be required? 
Some months have passed since the 
Greater Dublin Commission reached the 
conclusion that the Free State Government 
ought to appoint an advisory council on 
“ town-planning."’ then a large 
amount of building has been executed— 
new streets and almost new suburbs have 
sprune into being—and there has been a 
prodigious increase in the city’s load of 
motor traffic. Yet nothing has been done 
to secure that these rapid developments 
shall conform to an enlightened conception 
of the civic interest. To-day we are faced 
with a remarkable demonstration of the 
injuries that flow from the haphazard 
growth of the city. The committee 
appointed by Dáil Eireann to consider the 
probable effects of the proposed widening 
of Butt Bridge has handed its recom- 
mendations to President Cosgrave. They 
are that the private bill for the widening 
of the bridge and of Tara street shall be 
allowed to go forward, subject to a pro- 
vision that a “transporter’’ bridge after- 
wards shall be constructed far down the 
Liffey. If this report is approved, the

Even in the 
technique of the cinematograph a high 
standard of education leads to better 
results, and, if Hollywood is to maintain 
its supremacy, more than mechanical 
efficiency will be required.

Glencree. 


The reformatory school at Giencree, 
County Dublin, has been closed, and its 
fifty boys have been removed to the only 
surviving reformatory in the Free State. 
We may hope that the smaller number 
of committals, which renders the concen- 
tration possible, can be hailed as a sign 
of better social conditions, decreased pro- 
duction of young criminals, and success- 
ful experiment with other types of 
reformatory treatment. The Glencree 
buildings were put to use as reformatory 
premises so long ago as 1859. Some years 
before they came to this employment they 
had been occupied by a military force, 
maintained there since the erection of the 
buildings as a barracks for troops guard- 
ing the military road which was thrown 
‘across the mountains after 1798. Many of 
the boys trained at Glencree enlisted after- 
wards in the British Army, and an official 
statement issued at the close of the Great 
War showed a striking proportion of 
decorations won by “old boys " of Irish 
reformatories. Other boys. have settled 
down as good workers in one or other of 
the various trades taught at the school. 
Nothing so sinister as crime and its 
perialties has place among the thoughts 
associated with the name of Glencree in 
the mind of the ordinary citizen. He 
remembers only the beauty of the glen 
itself as seen in the course of pleasant 
excursions. Beauty is there still, though 
diminished by the intensive cutting of 
trees to meet war-time need of timber. 
Not for many years, however, can the glen 
have borne the appearance suggested by 


its twelfth-century reservation as the 
“ Royal Forest of Glencree.”’ 
OBITUARY. 
SIR SIDNEY COLVIN. 
The Times announces that Sir Sidney 


Colvin, the art and literary critic, and a most 
helpful friend of Robert Louis Stevenson, 
died at his house in London last night, at the 
age of 81. He was Director of the Fitzwilliam 
Museum from 1876 to 1884, and in the latter 
year was appointed móin of Prints and 
Drawings at the British Museum. He held 
the Slade Professorship at Cambridge from 
1873 to 1885. His all-round knowledge of 
history, literature and scholarship was in- 
valuable to the British Museum. 


THE VERY REV. THOMAS 
WATTERS. 

We regret to announce that the Very Rev. 
Thomas Watters, parish priest of Ballybrack, 
Co. Dublin, died yesterday at the Convalescent 
Home attached to the Convent of St. Mary, 
Uxbridge, Co Middlesex. Aged sixty-two, 
Father Watters was born in Dalkey, (ó. 
Dublin, and was a first cousin of His Honour 
Judge Doyle and the late Rev. William Doyle, 
S.J. He was educated for the priesthood at 
the Diocesan College, Clonliffe, Co. Dublin, 
and soon after his ordination was appointed 
curate at the Church of the Assumption, 
Blackrock. For thirty years he ministered 
in Blackrock, where he was one of the pro- 
moters of the Blackrock hosiery industry. 
In 1923 he was preferred as parish priest of 
Enniskerry. 

As parish priest Father Watters enjoyed 
much popularity in all sections of the com- 
munity. Desiring to light his church with 
electricity, he ventured on an enterprise 
which eventually resulted in the formation of 
a company to light the village of Enniskerry. 
Viscount Powerscourt aod Sir Henry Grattan 
Bellew were among ‘its active supporters. 
Under the scheme a local stream was dammed 
and machinery was installed to provide motive 
power and storage of electricity, by which the 
streets of the village and many residences 
were lighted. 

Owing to continued ill-health, Father 
Watters, at his own request, was transferred 
to Ballybrack ten months ago. He had not 
been long resident at Ballybrack before he 
had formulated schemes of improvement in 
the parish, and was preparing to build a new 
church at Shankill. is health, however, 
showed nu improvement, and last March his 
medical advisers recommended him fo go to 
Bournemouth. He made no progress there, 
however, and he removed to Uxbridge, where 
heart affection rapidly developed and caused 
his death. Father Watters was the principal 
organiser of the Eucharistic League of Ireland. 
His death will be widely regretted. 


MR. DAVID ELLIOTT, J.P. 

Mr. David Elliott. J.P., who died at his 
residence, “‘ Ardroe,’’ Cyprus Park, - Belfast, 
on Tuesday night, in his eighty-fourth year, 
had been prominently identified with educa- 
tion in Northern Ireland. For upwards ef 
sixty years he had taken an active part in 
forwarding the interests of the National 
School teachers. He had held various ap- 
pointments as principal teacher in County 
Antrim and Belfast, and retired in 1909. Mr. 
Elliott was one of the first of National teachers 
to take his degree.in Arts, in Dublin Uni- 
versity. He was a founder and past presi- 
dent of the Irish National Téachers’ Organisa- 
tion, and for many years was President of 
the Protestant National> Teachers’ Union. 


DR. S. E. MARTIN. 

Dr. Samuel E. Martin,, who died on Tues- 
day night, at his residence, Sandys place. 
Newry, in his seventy-sixth year, was a 
prominent Freemason. For nearly half a 
century he had been’ Medical Officer of the 
Newry Union Infirmary and Mental Hospital. 
Born in ,Rathfriland, County, Down; he was 
educated at Queen’s College, Belfast, and he 
graduated with honours at his Bachelor of 
Arts and his Master of Arts degrees in the 
Royal University of Ireland. In 1874 he took 
his degree of M.D., and in the following year 
he became a member of the Royal College: of 
Surgeons, England. 

Dr. Martin was Consulting Sanitary Officer 
to the Newry Urban Council; and he took a 
se interest in the Newry Intermediate 

chool, the District Nursine Society, and the 
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local Free Library Committee. 
Dr. Martin had been for nearly thirty years 
Treasurer of the Newry Masonic Charities’ 
Committee, and in 1919 he was elected Senior 
Grand Warden of the Masonic Province of 
Down. It was in that year that the Free. 
masons of Newry presented him with £500 and 
two portraits of himself—one for his home 
and one for the Masonic Hall. Dr. Martin 
handed the £500 to the Guardians of Masonic 
Schools, to be applied in scholarships.

THE DENTAL BILL.

COMPOSITION OF THE NEW 
BOARD. 


Yesterday the text of the bill to provide 
for the registration and control of dental 
practitioners in thé Free State was pub- 
lished and circulated to members of the 
Oireachtas. Its’ provisions are virtually 
identical with those in the Medical Bill, 
and, like the latter, the meagure is based 
on a tripartite agreement, signed on be- 
half of Great Britain by Earl Balfour, of 
the Free State by Mr. McGilligan, and of 
Northern Ireland by Sir Dawson Bates. 

The bill provides for the constitution of 
a Dental Board, consisting of nine mem- 
bers :—

THE FREE STATE REGISTER. 

Every member of the Board is to hold 
office for five years, and there are the 
same provisions as in the Medical Bill re- 
garding the manner in which their pro- 
ceedings vill J conducted. 

The person® entitled to be registered in 
the Free State Dental Register are :— 
Those registered in the General Dentists’ 
Register immediately before the establish- 
ment of the register and at the time 
resident in the Free State; those re- 
gistered in the General Dentists Register 
immediately before the establishment of 
the register and at the time resident out- 
side the Free State, on making applica- 
tion for registration within one month be- 
fore the establishment of the register. 

Persons entitled to be registered after 
the establishment of the register are 
those who at the time of their application 
registered in the General Dentists’ Re- 
gister, or who at the time of their appli- 
cations possess degrees or licences in 
dental surgery from. recognised universi- 
lies or colleges in the Free State. 

There are also the same provisions as 
in the Medical Bill regarding the admis- 
sion. of foreign practitioners, inquiries 
into charges of “ infamous conduct,’’ etc. 
etc. 

The bill is now on sale as an official 
publication.

covered 9,450 miles by water, rail and 
motor car in an effort to ascertain how the 
European farmer tills his soil and markets 
his produce to the best advantage. 

This pilgrimage is designed to afford 
the American farmer an opportunity to 
study at first hand the long-term cultiva- 
tion of very old countries; the most 
efficient co-operative systems in the world, 
beth in production. and in marketing ; 
the great breeding establishments and the 
historic herds, soil, building methods 
that have maintained a high degree of 
soil fertility and land cultivation for more 
than two thousand years, and the 
European development of rural electrifica- 
tion. 

TO VISIT ENGLAND. 

In England and France he will be shown 
examples oí the most highly-perfected 
landscape gardening in the world. He 
will also be afforded an opportunity to 
meet and hear the outstanding leaders 
of the progressive agricultural movements 
of Europe and high officials of foreign 
Governments interested in the problems of 
the farmer. 

He will also be shown the methods of 
irrigation in use in Denmark and in 
Holland the system of large scale 
drainage. :

to the vote on the Treaty, it had been 
agreed between the late General Collins 
and Mr. de Valera that no part of the 
moneys should be expended for political 
or propaganda purposes. 

Later it was agreed by the trustees that 
no portion of the funds could be with- 


drawn unless by their unanimous vote. 


Some days later President ‘Cosgrave 
(then Acting Minister of Finance), in 


a reply, explained the reasons which had 


led his Government to begin an injunc- 
tion suit in the American courts. The 
Ministry of Finance, he stated, was con- 
cerned “with the safety of the funds 
produced from a loan issued by the Irish 
Government with the authority of the 
Irish people, and for the repayment of 


which the Irish people, through the 


Government, are pledged in honour.” 
A DUBLIN COMMISSION. 


The New York Supreme Court granted 
the injunction against the withdrawal of 
the funds, but, on the application for a 
declaration that they should be declared 
Free State Government property, the 
Court ordered a Commission to sit in 
Dublin to take evidence, with the stipula- 
tion that, if Messrs. de Valera, Austin 
Stack and Robert Barton, who were then 
in prison, were prevented from testifying 
before it, the injunction would be dis- 
solved and the Free State Government 
debarred from further pressing its claim 
to the funds. 

Those whose testimony was taken in- 
cluded the Governor-General of the Free 
State, President Cosgrave, Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins, and the Bishop of Killaloe. 

The proceedings proper then began in 
the United States courts, the final stage 
being reached a few weeks ago, when Mr. 
de Valera and Mr. Diarmuid O’Hegarty 
(Secretary to the Executive Council) both 
travelled to New York to make their last 
appearance on behalf of the contestants. 

The announcement of the Court’s de- 
cision coincides with Mr. de Valera’s 
return to Dublin on Tuesday night. 


200,000 BONOHOLDERS.

Wolfe’s possession regarding either the 
Cobh murders or the murder of Sergeant 
Fitzsimons, with special reference to any 
dereliction of duty by any member of the 
State forces in the prosecution of these 
crimes. 


MR. WOLFE’S EXPLANATION. 


“ Mr. Wolfe stated that the report con- 
tained in the Cork Examiner (which is 
identical in so far as these references are 
concerned with the report in the Southera 
Star) was an inaccurate report, probably 
deliberately so, inspired from political 
sources with a view to injuring him in 
his election campaign. With reference to 
the extract bearing on the Cobh murders 
Mr. Wolfe stated that, speaking from 
memory, the following would more closely 
resemble what he did, in fact, say:— 

‘Instead of searching for the Rolls motor 
car, the occupants of which had admittedly 
committed the outrage, all over Munster the 
camouflage was gone through of searching for 
noted Republicans, the search parties taking 
pees care to pass by the gate which they 
new, as all in this country knew, might 
lead to the car and thence to the culprits.’ 

“He admitted that: the phrase “the 


search parties taking good care to 
pass by, etc.,) was unhappy as im- 
plying knowledge and deliberation, and 
was at pains to explain that what 
he really wished to convey was merely 
that, in his opinion, the search 
parties would be better employed searching 
houses, gates, etc., for a Rolls-Royce car 
rather than searching a mountain-side for 
noted Republicans. He was emphatic that 
it was not his intention to imply. neglect 
of duty on the part of responsible officers. 

“With regard to the sentence ‘they 
issued a proclamation for the apprehen- 
sion of a number of Republicans whom 
they named, and two of whom he saw 
walking the streets of Cork a few days 
previously, and who could have been picked 
up just as easily and as innocently as he 


could,’ it would be noted that this sentence 


is seriously ambiguous, inasmuch as the 
word ‘previously’ might be interpreted 
as meaning prior to the date of Mr. 


Wolfe’s speech. He explained to the 


officers that it was a week or ten days 
before the proclamation was issued that 
he and a friend saw two of the men, 
afterwards named in the proclamation, in 
a street in Cork. 


REPORTS REPUDIATED. 


“ After a lengthy discussion Mr. Wolfe 
made the following statement in the 
presence of the officers. It was read to 
him, and he admitted its accuracy while 
refusing to sign it :— 

‘The Press report appearing in the. Cork 
Examiner of 23/4/27, which I have seen and 
read, is an inaccurate, misleading and .unfair 
report of an address delivered by me at a 
political meeting in Skibbereen on 21st April. 

“I have no personal knowledge of search 
parties having passed by a gate or gates 
about which they knew, op had reason to 
expect, that a Rolls-Royce car or the Cobh 
murderers could be found. That part ofthe 
report which relates to my time seen two 
of the wanted men on the streets of Cork 
should be read as referring to a period prior 
to the publication of the proclamation. 

“I have no information as to the names of 
the perpetrators of the Cobh murder or of 
the murder of Sergeant Fitzsimons at Cork.’ 


“In view of Mr.. Wolfe’s repudiation of 
the Press reports it is not proposed to 


take*further action in the matter.’’

THE UNIVERSITY OF 
LONDON. 


BIG PURCH ASE OF LAND. 


- 


The Times observes in a leadina 
article:—At a cost of, roughly, half a 
million sterling, London University has 
bought eleven acres of land in the heart 
of London, in order to form 4 central 
point upon which all its scattered activi- 
ties will converge. . The news was 4n- 
nounced last night by Lord Eustace 
Percy, President of the Board of Educa- 
tion, at the annual graduation dinner, and 
its significance was clearly and eloquently 
explained by Sir William Beveridge, Vice- 
Chancellor of the University. 

Hitherto the University has been handi- 
capped by two difficulties—interna] dissen- 
sions and controversy, especially jabout 
the site, and an unwieldy constifution. 
This morning’s news can hardly fail to 
be a solvent of the first, and the second 
should disappear when the recommenda- 
tions of the Departmental Committee, 
which reported last year, are carried into 
effect. With its visible centre behind the 
British Museum on a site with ample 
room for a gradual concentration of suit- 
able branches; with University College 
and King's College, the twin forbears of 
all the rest, within easy reach, North and 
South, and with the South Kensington 
buildings for examination purposes, no 
more should be heard of the controversy 
about sites, which has divided the Univer- 
sity into so many factions in recent years. 
Uncertainty is fatal to progress. With 
a fine site and a sound constitution, only 
one thing will be lacking for success. It 
may seem strange that that one thing is 
money. Hitherto those willing and able 
to endow such things have pro‘ably held 
back until the University proved itself 
capable of development by putting its 
affairs in order. Now that the University 
has the means of doing so, it is to be 
expected that men of resource and imag 
nation, of whom the United States has 
not a complete monopoly, will consider 
whether some of the wealth earned in 
London might not be worthily used in 
equipping future Londoners for the battle 
of life.

MAJORITY AGAINST THE

‘Lord Oranmore and Browne, in the House 
of Lords last night, walled attention to the 
Uhanimous report of the Select Committee of 
‘the House appointed to inquite As: to the 
pledges given by Ministers of the Crown with 
ves to land purchase in Ireland, to. the 
effect that these pledges had hot. yet 
carti out, amd he moved: “1 
House relies on His Majesty’s..Government 
to take such méasures as they deem right 
to insure their fulfilment.” 

The ihotion, after discussion, was carried 
against the Government by 54 votes to 36. 

Lord Oranmore poisited out that the motion 
for setting up the Select Committee, which he 
moved himself, was agreed to after the Go- 
vernment had expressed its opposition, and 
the attitude of the Governinent, was. shown 
by the fact that when the Committee was 
appointed the Government said that they did 
not propose to offer any evidence. The Com. 
mitteé, he said, came to the conclusion that 
the declarations made by Ministers in regard 
tó land purchase in Ireland must be regarded 
as pledges. In so far as Notthéern Ireland 
was concerned, the pledges had been fulfilled, 
but those in regard to the Free State re- 
mained utitul fitted: The report was unanimous, 
and, as the names of the members of the 
Committee indicated, was quite impartial. 
The Government, having allowed the case, to

ments for one so mere, His argument is that 
Irish landowners were driven out, and, after 
them, their place-names; but will the re- 
placing of the names also replace the de- 
parted laridowners? Anyway, it is doubtful 
that “Brí Chualann " ís the ancient name 
of Bray. Cuala seems to have been the namé 
of a wide district covering South County 
Dublin and North County Wicklow; whence 
were derived such names as Fera Chualann 
and, presumably, Bri Chualann. Cuala itself 
has Éanaí , or lost whatever meaning 
it once had, and those wishing for the sub- 
stantial restoration of old Finn should 
begin with it. To speak of ‘‘ Bri Chualann ” 
in connection with County Wicklow or 
County Dublin is like eating a piece of gor- 
gonzola with a mince pie, or like mixing 
oné’s drinks, We do not know any more 
about Cuala than about Baile Atha Cliath, 
which no sane person ever substitutes for 
Dublin. That puts the hinder part of Bri 
Chualann out of the way, which ia un: 
doubtedly a reform in these days of com- 
plexity. : 
People about Carrick-on-Shanpeg or Car- 
rick-on-Suir or Carrickfergus simply call 
those places ‘‘ Carrick "; aud so we find even 
in patriotic works, like the History of the 
Clann O'Toole, Bri Chualann mentioned as 
“ Bree,”’ which is the Euglish equivalent of 
The Scottigh word, ''brae,' bas the 
same meaning, and the Scots are still as 
keen about their language as any mere I[rish- 
man. The fact that there is an English 
Bray, and that it is associated with a time 
serving vicar, is no argument against our 
having a Bray; for there is o large town 
of the same name in France. Further, its 
compléte name is Bray-sur-Somme, but every: 
one who has been there remembers it as 
“Bray. 
The whole question is scarcely worth 
bothering about, and the petty counsellors on 
both) sides who are continually  faising 
trouble about it could easily find better em- 
ployment. Why should we not let it rest like 
“Baile Atha Cliath’? That is abbreviated 
on postmarks, and, although provision is 
made for it there, it does not affect the busi- 
ness of the city. If Bray, or Bri- Chualann, 
had commissioners for a while, the town 
business would not be ousted in favour of

THE CHINCHILLAS 
ANGORAS. 


Not the least interesting was the section 
devoted to tha rabbits, and the fact that 
the entries were double those of last year 
goes to show that the fur and rabbit-wool 
trade is improving in this country. For the 
first time in the history of the Show thére 
were exhibits from actoss the Channel. Major 
R. D. H. Simmons, Sussex, was awarded 
second prize in the Adult Doe Chinchilla 
class, while another cross-Channel exhibitor, 
Lieutenant.-Colonel Burke, Bath, was not so 
successful, Not only were the entries in 
excess of previous years, but the quality 
was also exceptionally good, and Mr. J. J. 
Ambrose, one of Englend’s best-known 
judges, had an arduous task to separate the 
winners. Rabbit-keeping is evidently one of 
the midst economical branches of the animal 
industry; for in addition to the commercial 
value of the pelts, the animals can, of coursé, 
be uséd as food. 

The two most useful breeds are un. 
doubtedly the Angoras ahd the Chinchillas. 
The former is bred for its beautiful white 
wool, which can ba combed or clipped froin 
its body, while the Chinchilla is kept till 
it is fully gtown, and is then killed, and 
the pelt is used for thé making of coats, 
gloves, etc. ‘The demand at present for this 
fur, Which fetches the highest price ón the 
market, far exceeds the supply. Yesterday, 
in proof of the growing popularity of the 
breed, there were 58 entries for the mixed 
class under five months. One adVantage in 
the breeding of Chinchillas is that it is im- 
possible to dye any other pelt to a similar 
shade, 

The mixed class was won by Mr. R. Peat, 
of Dublin, who was also placed second and 
veserve, all with does, while the Misses 
Bleakley and Breadin, County Wicklow, were 
placed third.

Boutflour, M.8c., Director of Dairy Hus- 
bandry, Harper Adams Agricultural College, 
Shropshire, gave an instructive lecture on the 
“ Management of Dairy Cows,’ which was 
greatly appreciated by a large gathering in 
the Members’ Hall. Mr. Bowutflour, who 
judgéd cattle at the Show, stated that the 
average yield of dairy cows, if efficiently 
managed, can be raised nearly 50 per cent. 
The only course nécéssaty 16 make a cow 
produce a thousand gallons, is to put into 
practice all the scientific kAowledge avail- 
able. 

A cow should be treated as a factory—i.e., 
shu should be hard and fit; be in efficient 
working order, and be able a nn the 
finished atticle. A great many farmers, Mr. 
Boutflour said, were inclinéd to think that, 

s long aa a cow is fed, it will produce milk. 

t will, of course, but not nearly as profit. 
ably as by the scientific method. The cow 
must have enough food té maintain her body 
(the maintenance ration), arid she frequirés 
enough food of the right material for the pro- 
duction of each gallon of milk; the cow's 
stomach must not be overloaded; she must 
get a sufficient water supply; she must be 
subject to efficient caré, Faisin proper 
milking; she must ba kept properly laxative; 
chafi must not be used, and the succulent 
foods must be eliminated or reduced in 
quantity. A cow should not be given more 
than 11)b. of concentrates and hay at any of 
the three meals per day, atid she must have 
water at least three times a day. 

The production ration is given at the rate 
of 34lb. per gallon of milk produced, and the 
ration must be balanced. The more milk 
she produces, said the lecturer, the more con- 
eentfates you give her while you réduce the 
hay allowance. 

he lecturer dwelt on the various internal 
effects of roots, chaff, etc., of milch cows, 

The outstanding feature of his system is 
the preparation of a cow for her lactation. 
The preparation starts six weeks before she 
is due to calve, and is called “ steaming up.” 
She is at first given 3ib. of Palm Kernel 
Cake, and the amount is increased by Lib. 
per week, until two wéeks before calving 
she is getting 7ib. per day, in addition to 
Bib. of hay throughout. When cows 
come to their milk before the usual time 
they should be milked regularly right up to 
dalving. No harm has resulted where this 
be has been adopted, but when cows have 

een left too long stocked before parturition 
takes place they hers been aflected by their 
subsequent yield. On the day before calvia 
is due the cow ig dyenghed with jib. o 
Glauber salts and one tablespoon of ground 
ginger in three pints of worm water, and 
irectly alter calving the dope is repeated. 
By @ gradual ss ahe is fed at five gallons 
ón thé fourth day after calving. Feeding is 
done three times a day, allowing at each meal 
& third of the concentrates, followed by the 
fame amount of hay. If this system is fol- 
lowed strictly, the cows will not go up in 
their yield when turned out to grass, and, il 
they do, it shows migmanagement of the 
indoor winter feeding. The lecturer con- 
cluded with a few vemarks on outdoor feed- 
ing, and after the lecture he answored various 
questions.

CHARGE OF FRAUD 
FAILS,

John Cronin (24), farmer's son, of Ballin- 
halis, Rockmiils, County Cork, was found not 
guilty at Kilkenny Circuit Court © on 
a charge of having obtained £32 by, aa 
alleged, fraudulently representing that a dog 
entered by him, and that won the “ Duffer ' 
Stake at Sevenhouses Coursing Meeting in 
1926, was False Report Il., whereas the dog 
Was fot, in fact, False Report If. 

The evidence for the prosecution wae that 
the alleged False Report Il. was a young dog. 
Ho was entered for the * Duffer”’ Stake at 
Bevenhouses a few weeks before that meeting, 
atid the colours entered in the registration 
form were different from the colours stated 
oh the entry form. The real False Report 
Ll,, thé prosecution sought to establish, was 
entered in the English Stud Book, 1921, and 
fivé years had elapsed before the dog was 
entéred in the Irish Stud Book. In that case 
the real False Report Il. would. have been a 
fourth or fifth season dog. 

Evidence that the dog that ran and won at 
Seovenhouses was a second season dog of much 
promise wue given by Mr, A, Moria, 
Secretary of the Irish Coursing Club, and Mr. 
b. J. Gorey, T.D, 


“AN OLD CRIPPLE." 

Mr. Morris stated that at a meeting of the 
Standing Committee in Mallow in June, 1926, 
the acctised man produced a dog, stating that 
it wae the dog that ran at Sevenhouses; but 
the witness was emphatic in his opinion that 
the dog was not the dog that ran at Sevén- 
houses, as it was an old cripple of a dog that 
was produced at Mallow, and not capable of 
winning anything. 

A greyhound was produced in court, and 
all the witnesses for the prvgecution stated 
that this was the dog that won the Seven- 
houses “ Duffer”’ Stake. This dog was called 
Fair Fashion, and was purchased from a man 
named Savage by John O'Leary, of Abbey- 
dorney. County Kerry, who in turn had 
putchased the dog from a Mr. Fenlon. 

William O' Keeffe, of Ballindangan, Mitchels- 
town, etated that in 1922 he registered in the 
English Stud Book a dog called False Report 
Il. He afterwards sold the dog to Patrick 
Cronin, a brother of the accused man. The 
dog produced at Mallow was as near as any 
dog could be to the dog that he had sold to 
the defendant's brother. The dog produced 
in court was not the dog produced at Mallow, 
nor was it the dog that ive had eold as False 
Report II. 


THE DEFENOANT'S EVIDENCE. 
The accused mán swore that the. dog that 


won at Sévenhouses was the real Falee 
mhi I 
aplyving to the State Solicitor, he said that 


the reason that he did not enter the dog at 
any of the coursing meetings from 1921 war 
oh account of the troubled etate of the 
district, whén coursing had been intetfered 
with. The cOufsing seasén ended in March, and 


the dog had got out of form. The “ runner-up ' 
in the stake, Mr, Cantwell, of Clonmel, 
wanted him to divide the stake. He had 


never seen thé dog Fair Fashion before. 

Explaining the run-down condition of the 
dog that had been produced in Mallow, the 
witnesa said that the dog became ill after the 
close of the coursing e@¢ason, and was out of 
training. This was the first time that he 
expiained to Dr. Crotty that he had a dog 
entered, and he admitted, when questioned 
On the point by Dr. Crotty, that it looked 
strange that, for the first time in hig life, he 
should come down to Kilkenny and sweep all 
comete in the ‘ Duffer"’ Stake. 

The juty, after a long absence, found the 
aceused man not guilty, and he was dis- 
éhaigéd by Judge Sealy.

uperintendent Ennis gave evidence of 
visiting the groce remises 70 Pimlico, 
Dublin, of which William Sheedy is the pro 
prietor and William Dwan assistant. In a 
search with other officers he found at the reer 
of the shop 12 bottles of Burgundy, 28ibs. 
of tobacco, and 10 bottles of port wne. Up- 
stairs, in Dwan’s bedroom, were found II 
bottles of Jameson’s liqueur whiskey, bottled 
by Messrs. McEnnery, Dublin. In the same 
room in a trunk were found 22 bottles of 
Burgundy. i 

In Sheedy’s bedroom were found, under the 
bed in a leather case, 18 bottles of whiskey ; 
also five packets, each of 1,000, Player's 
cigarettes, and 14 tins of 50 each; also, con- 
cealed under the bed. were found two pairs of 
woollen and five pairs of kid gloves, three 
pairs of socks, one pair of white gloves, a 

ent's tweed cap, a nightshirt, five white 

andkerchiefs, and two pillow and one bolster 
covers. All appeared new. 

William Sheedy came in while the detec- 
tives were searching the place, and when 
asked to account for the goods said that he 
got the Burgundy from Adam Scott's. Later 
he said that he got 10 or 12 bottles from Mr. 
Ryan, chemist, vames’s street. He said that 
he got the whiskey from Power’s, but after- 
wards said that he got it from Egan's, Arran 
quay, and finally said that he got it from a 
traveller named Murphy. The tobacco he 
said he fe from Buttle, Summerhill; and 
later said that he got it from Egan's. Capel 
street. The drapery goods he said he bought. 

When asked to spades any receipts for the 
goods. Sheedy went through a file in the 
i but could not find any receipts. Neither 
could the officers. 

When taken into custody, Sheedy said that 
he had bought the stuff; and later, when 
charged at the Bridewell, he said that he 
reserved his defence. Dwan, when charged, 
said that he knew nothing about, the matter. 

Superintendent Cronin, Mullingar, who ac- 
companied Superintendent Ennis on the 
search, gave corroborative evidence. 

The case was remanded for a week, William 
Dwan being allowed out on bail. In Sheedy's 
case Superintendent Ennis objected to bail, 
and he was remanded in custody.

£152. Rubber Plantation shares, the helder 
of which was Mr. P. J. Wevmes. These 
realised £529 12s., and he provided a cheaue 
for that amount to Mr. Buckley. who. handed 
him authority purporting to be siened by 
Mr. Weymes. On November 17th. Mr. 
Buckley came to his office and handed him a 
certificate for 200 Base Metal shares, which 
he sold for £109 19s. He got a duly executed 
transfer from Mr. Bucklev. purporting to be 
signed hy Mr. Weymes. The witnesa paid-all 
that amount to the. Official Assignee.
